GENERAL REMARKS. 


We think those that have taken an interest in the schools 
aud amore rapid advancement of an education for their 
children have already seen the advantage of free text books. 

The spelles used in our schools were in bad shape. Many 
damaged by leaves being gone and two or more difier- 
ent kinds in the same school and a shortage at that. There- 
fore the modern speller was introduced in which the pupils 
have made excellent progress. We also introduced Scud- 
der’s U. S. History to be used in part as a reader as well as 
astudy. The scho'ars have taken a deep interest in their 
history and in our estimation have learned enough to pay 
for the expense. Greanleaf’s arithmetic is now used in the 
place of numerous kinds formerly useed. 

Spelling blanks have been introduced which are a great 
help in teaching children to write as well as_ to spell prop- 
erly. There are two kinds of geographies used, Connell’s 
and Warren’s but as new ones are needed Warren’s are sup- 
plied. 

As Barnes’ readers: have given good satisfaction in the 
past they are still retained and new ones added as they are 
needed. 

Outline maps have been used in all the schoo's and many 
of those which we have seen show a very good knowledge of 
geography. Hyde’s grammar is the one now in use and we 
believe gives good satisfaction. A dictionary has been 
placed on each teacher's desk. 

A bookease is much needed in each school house for the 
safe-keeping of the books during vacation, also any that 
may not be in use during the term.
